The BACSC is continuing 
to function and plan future Sobell affairs. 

On December 18, 1959, a third source advised thac 
MARY KRVAR, a member of the Warehouse Club, Communis c Pax^ty (CP), 
East Bay Region, Oakland, California, and the paid ox'ganlzer 
for Che BACSC, has stated that the CF Is interested in con trolllh< 
the BACSC so that the BACSC will continue co follow the line 
of the National Sobell Committee In attempting to obtain the 
freedom of MORTON SOBELL.
